Routine inspection of trout 

Importation at California's 
border has saved the State's 
freshwater fisheries from a 
possible disaster of major pro­ 
portions, the Department of 
Fish and Game has reported.

A fungus parasite, Icthyo- 
sporidium, known in the east

« "herring disease", was 
nd in a shipment of some 
)0 trout consigned to the 

Sacramento Valley area. The 
shipment was turned back at 
the border.

Had the shipment been per­ 
mitted into the State, such 
popular fisheries as salmon, 
striped bas.s, shad, sturgeon, 
as well as trout, could have 
been seriously jeopardized.

THIRTEEN CO-OPS 
SET TO OPEN 
PHEASANT SEASON

Thirteen pheasant hunting 
cooperative areas have been 
lined up throughout the State 
for the 1959 pheasant hunting 
season which opens for a 16- 
day run beginning November 
14 and continuing through 
November 29.

On the Etlwanda Co-op in 
San Bernardino County and 
the Morena Co-op in San Di°go 
County a 10-day season, be­ 
ginning November 14, will pre­ 
vail.

In addition to the 13 phea­ 
sant co-ops, nheasunt hunting 
will be pRrmittnd on a feo ba­ 
sis on five Waterfowl Man­ 
agement Areas (Honey Lake. 
Gray Lodge, Grizzly Island, 
Los Banos and Mondota) and 
on three National Wildlife He- 
fufies (Colusa, Sutler nnd Mer­ 
ced) under certain conditions

On Pat Stuart 
For Conversions

When Torrance's Tartars 
need at PAT (point after touch­ 
down), they call on Pat the 

ce Kicking Specialist, and 
:he senior with the educated 
.oe usually comes through.

Place-kickers are few and! 
far between these days in prep 
Football ranks, but Pat Stuart 
has'become such a consistent 
conversion artist that the Tar­ 
tars hav-e abandoned their for­ 
mer reckless ways of running 
or passing for the PAT.

Stuart, a senior slotback, has 
arched six of nine placements 
through the uprights in the 
last three games. -One was 
blocked, two were wide.

Prior to his "coming of age," 
Torrance won games 6-0 and 
13-12, with the team running 
for the point-afters.

It hasn't yet come down to 
where a single point has meant 
the difference in Torrance's 
outcome the last five games, 
but any one of the team's re­ 
maining three games could re­ 
sult in just that cose a finish.

If that is the case, Pat's a 
good man to have around.

He booted three of five 
against Lennox (33-0), two 
of two against South High (14- 
27), and one of two against 
Bevcrly Hills (13-0).

Pat is also^ available for field 
goal duty, although Torrance 
hasn't attempted a field goal 
in three seasons. "He's a good 
strong kicker" (8 ft. 190 Ibs.), 
Coach Irwln Kasten said, "and 
I guess he'd be OK for a field 
goal try."

Pat didn't start coming 
around as a place kicker until 
the season was three weeks 
old. In practice prior to that 
he was booting about four out 
of 10.
